THE  HAGS  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT  now  visits  the  Borough  every 
fortnight  : on  alternate  Thursdays  between  the  hours  of  9 "30  and 
11.30  a.m.  If  is  situate  in  the  Cattle  liarket  (Tuly  Street 
entrance),  and  is  available  to  the  general  public  (except  children 
under  15  years  of  age,  and  expectant  mothers),  and  is  also  avail- 
able for  cases  referred  by  General  Practitioners  in  the  area,,  thus 
releasing  the  X-Ray  Department  at  the  Worth  Devon  Infirmary  to 
cope  with  other  important  X-ray  work. 


HOUSING  - 


During  the  year,  60  dwellings  were  completed  by  the 
Corporation,  viz.  6 houses  and  32  flats  at  Nagdalene  Lawn, 
Vicarage  Street,  and  22  houses  at  Frankraarsh . 

6 houses  were  demolished,  and  3 houses  closed  in  1966. 


The  number  of  dwellings  built  by  Private  Enterprise  during 
the  year  was  l8. 


WATER  SUPPLIES  - 


The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  has  again  been  adequate  in 
quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the  year. 

The  water  is  supplied  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  water  intake  is  from  two  sources  : one  from  the  River  Yeo 

at  a point  some  5 f-iles  from  the  town;  this  v/ater  gravitates 
to  the  Treatment  Works  at  Pilton,  where  it  is  first  filtered 
through  sand  filter-beds,  and  then  chlorinated.  The  other 
source  of  supply  is  from  the  Water  Board's  reservoir  at  Wistland- 
pound.  This  is  also  treated  by  filtration  and  chlorination. 

During  the  year,  85  bacteriological  samples  were  sub- 
mitted for  examination.  84  were  satisfactory.

Protective  immunization  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria, 
//hooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  are  under- 
taken by  the  General  Practitioners,  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  and 
School  Clinics.  There  are  3 Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  Barn- 
staple : these  are  held  at  Alexandra  Road  Clinic  weekly,  and  at 
Sticklepath  and  Porches  Clinics  fortnightly.

This  service  is  still  run  by  the  ;/.V.S.  Tie  meals  are  now 
prepared  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  at  Hawley, 
and  the  number  of  meals  distributed  to  the  elderly  is  about  50 
per  wee k.

//here  possible,  elderly  people  who  are  living  alone  are 
given  every  assistance  to  enable  them  to  remain  as  long  as  poss- 
ible in  their  own  homes.  They  are  visited  by  Health  Visitors, 
and,  in  cases  of  ill-health,  by  the  District  Nurses.  The  l/.V.S. 
also  visit  the  elderly  and  assist  by  doing  their  shopping,  etc. 

Two  "Darby  & Joan  Clubs"  exist  in  the  town,  one  in  the 
Pilton  district,  and  one  at  Newport.  Both  these  Clubs  are  run 
by  the  W.V.S.

This  Section  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  of  elderly 
persons  from  their  own  homes  to  a County  Jelfare  Home.  No  cases 
were  dealt  with  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 
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KATERNITY  CASES  - 

At  the  North  Devon  Infir  nary  there  is  a Ward  of  14  beds 
for  r.aternity  cases,  with  a fully-qualified  staff  available  for 
cases  of  doubt  or  difficulty. 

A General  Practitioners'  Paternity  Unit  of  13  beds  is 
situated  at  "Highfield  Paternity  Horae"  Victoria  Road,  Barnstaple. 

At  Bicclescombe  Hospital,  Ilfracombe , there  are  10 
beds  for  maternity  and  ante-natal  patients,  and  during  the  year 
3 Barnstaple  births  took  place  at  this  Hospital. 

There  are  also  k beds  for  maternity  cases  at  Braunton 
Nursing  Home,  but  po  local  births  occurred  there  in  1966. 

(2  Barnstaple  births  occurred  in  private  homes  in  Braunton 
during  the  year.)

During  the  year,  the  Hospital  previously  available  for 
the  reception  of  any  Smallpox  cases  in  the  area,  viz.  the  Upton 
Pyne  Hospital,  near  Exeter,  was  closed.  arrangements  have  now 
been  made  that  LI3KEARD  Smallpox  Hospital  will  be  the  "first- 
line"  reception  hospital  for  any  Smallpox  cases  from  the  Counties 
of  Devon  and  Cornwall,  with  LEE  KILL  Hospital  as  "second-line" 
hospital . 


The  Plymouth  Ambulance  now  provides  transport  for 
Smallpox  cases  in  Devon  or  Cornwall.  The  telephone  number  is 
Plymouth  (OPL.

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GENERAL  - 


The  North  Devon  Infirmary,  situated  in  Barnstaple, 
serves  the  area,  and  provides  modern  medical  and  surgical  treat- 
ment for  the  residents  of  the  District.  There  are  113  beds. 

Two  Wards,  v/ith  a total  of  33  beds,  at  the  Alexandra 
Hospital,  Barnstaple,  are  set  aside  as  an  Annexe  to  the  North 
Devon  Infirmary,  and  post-operative  and  recovery  patients  are 
transferred  there  as  soon  as  possible. 

There  are  100  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  at  the  Alexandra 

Hospital . 

LABORATORY  - 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  of  which  Dr.  B.  I-.oore  is 
the  -Director,  is  situated  at  Church  Lane,  Ee&vitree,  Exeter. 

It  is  completely  installed  with  the  necessary  equipment  for 
bacteriological  examinations  of  all  kinds.  Its  diagnostic  and 
consultative  services  are  available  for  all  Doctors. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  drinking  water  and  milk 
are  also  carried  out  there. 

There  is  also  a Pathological  Laboratory  at  75  Boutport 
Street,  Barnstaple,  with  a full-time  Pathologist  and  technical 
staff  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  whole  of  North  Devon. 

The  Blood  Bank  is  also  situated  at  this  local  Laboratory.

The  7J.V.S.  arrange  the  rotas 
and  assist  the  Chiropodists  generally.  The  charge  is  2/6d. , 
but  the  service  is  free  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  receiving  National 
assistance,  also  to  expectant  mothers. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICES  - 


Under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  Local  Health  Authority  (i.e.  the  Devon  County  Council) 
is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service,  and 
the  Devon  County  Health  Committee  have  arranged  for  this  to  be 
provided  through  the  agency  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association 
The  Brigade  serves  the  Borough  and  the  district  around,  and  the 
Headquarters  are  in  Commercial  Road,  Barnstaple.  The  staff 
consists  of  four  paid  members  (full-time),  20  men  volunteers, 
and  14  volunteer  nurses. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service,  also  under  the  Devon  County 
Council,  is  available  upon  application  to  the  Hospital  by  the 
Doctor  concerned,  and  the  Ambulance  Service  is  empowered  to  hire 
cars  in  urgent  cases  when  the  Ambulance  is  not  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  : His  Jorship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  0 Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Barnstaple. 


Mr.  Layor , . I .adar.i  <k  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  l6th  Annual  Report  on  the  work  done 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  past  year,  a year  in 
which,  once  again,  there  were  no  changes  in,  nor  increase  in, 
personnel,  and  no  sensational  happenings. 

The  event  which  gave  most  pleasure  to.  the  Department, 
and  to  cany  people,  was  the  long-overdue  cessation  of  Sunday 
slaughtering  at  the  Public  Abattoir.  This  happy  state  of  affairs 
came  about  in  October,  after  some  12  years  of  regular  usage,  by 
the  fortuitous  withdrawal  of  grading  on  Sundays.  Thus  was 
brought  to  an  end  a thing  which  nobody  seemed  to  want,  but  which 
was  believed  to  be  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  town  and 
district.  It  is  unwept,  unhonoured,  and,  save  for  this  requiem, 
unsung.  Even  so,  the  Abattoir  of  100  years,  which  is  about  to 
die  every  year,  but  which  is  surely  now  very  near  dissolution, 
continued  to  provide  most  scope  for  the  staff.  There  was  an 
increase  of  about  1,100  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  (the 
two  terms  are  synonymous,  .and  have  been  for  many  years),  and  its 
operations  require  attendance  still  on  6 days  each  week.  There 
is  ample  reason  to  forecast  that  the  present  structure  will  not 
feature  in  more  than  two  such  Reports  hereafter. 

No  statutory  notices  'were  served  during  the  year  to 
bring  about  required  works  of  repair  or  abatement  of  nuisance. 

(One  such  was  authorised,  but  the  necessary  works  were  done 
before  its  service.)  This  is  a rare  and  happy  state  of  affairs, 
perhaps  explained  by  two  main  reasons:  that  the  Borough  has  such 
a large  proportion  of  owner-occupied  dwelling  houses  whose  owner- 
occupiers,  naturally,  keep  them  in  good  order;  and  that  the 
immense  Slum  Clearance  programme  of  the  last  decade  has  removed, 
by  demolition,  those  houses  where  defects  were  many. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  see  so  many  older  houses  improved  by  their 
owners ; surprising  to  see  how  much  of  this  is  done  without  the 
aid  of  Grants  which  can  be  had  for  the  purpose. 

It  is,  again,  a pleasure  to  report,  that  ..the  service  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  went  smoothly  ..throughout  the  year. 
Considering  that  about  5?000  houses  and  trade  premises  are 
visited  weekly,  it  is  wonderful  to  know  how  few  complaints  are 
ever  received  of  missed  collections  or  unsatisfactory  service, 
and  it  is  especially  pleasurable  to  refer  to  the  extra  effort 
made  every  Bank  Holiday  week-end.  During  the  year,  one  small 
scheme  of  paper-sack  refuse  collection  was  put  into  operation 
at  a block  of  Council- owned  properties,  and  proved  successful  in 
every  way,  sufficient  to  show  that,  were  it  not  a costly  switch 
iron,  the  present  bin  system,  this  would  be  the  recommended 
system  or  storage  and  collection. 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  continued  for 
tie  13th  year  at  Seven  Brethren's  Bank,  where,  it  is  estimated 
space  for  a further  8-10  years  of  such  tipping  remains.  None 
of  our  new  industrial  neighbours  on  the  site  seem  to  have  cause 
for  complaint  at  their  nearness  to  refuse  disposal  operations; 
hew  much  less,  then,  any  householders  of  the  Borough. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  inspections  of 
commercial  premises  under  the  Offices,  Chops  Sc  Railway  Premises 
Act.  Such  contraventions  as  were  found  were  few  and  trifling, 
and  all  remedied  after  informal  notice  given. 

Visits  made  to  food  premises  confirmed  that  the 
general  standard  in  the  Borough  continues  to  be  very  good.  The 
very  large  quantity  of  canned  and  other  foods  surrendered  as 
unfit  need  not  alarm  : Supermarkets  carry  enormous  stocks,  their 
large  freezing-cabinets  can  break  down,  causing  almost  complete 
loss  of  contents,  and,  furthermore,  there  are  at  least  two 
large  Wholesale  Depots  which  supply  chains  of  shops  in  many  parts 
of  the  County.  Despite  the  forbidding  amount  of  k tons  in 
weight  of  food  surrendered,  it  is  but  a fraction  of  what  is 
handled,  and  a fairly  large  proportion  of  it  is ■ unmarketable , but 
not  necessarily  unfit. 
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Frequent  visits  to  the  only  residential  Caravan  3ite  in 
the  Borough  revealed  only  very  satisfactory  conditions  of  site, 
toilets,  and  the  20  vans  stationed  there.  It  is  indicative  of 
the  ouch- improved  standard  of  living  we  have  come  to  expect  that 
this  site  has  changed  so  much  for  the  better  in  recent  years, 
because  at  one  time  it  was  a constant  source  of  annoyance  and 
complaint . 

I would  like,  again,  to  say  how  grateful  I ao  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  indeed  to  all 
members  of  the  Council,  for  their  courtesy  and  attention;  also 
to  thank  all  other  Officials  and  Departments  for  ready 
co-operation  at  ail  times.  To  my  colleagues  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  I repeat  my  yearly  thanks  for  dicing  so  much,  so 
cheerfully  and  ably.
